The Unlon Prcific nas begun the ocon-
struction of & four-track line between
Omaha and Bouth Omala, to handle ths
Immense business which that road dooes
betwoen thers siations. By this fall the
Compeny expocts to have completed be-
tween Onahs and Green River M0 miles of
double truwek out of T80 miles. A consid-
erable strotch of the track betweon Omaha
and Green River probably never will be
double-tracksd, the company saym Lhat la
between Julesburg and Cheyenne, beocause
the business i not s0 heavy bhetween Lhese
two points. Conslderable of the business
from the west Is diverted to Denver st
Cheyenne und considerable of the businesa
from Lhe east is diverted to Denver at
Juleaburs.

The Unlon Pacific will bulld, or s now
hullding, forty-nine milea of second track
between Valley and Benton, slghteen miles
betwoen Columbus and Hilver Creek, thiriy-
cight milea botween Bllver Creek and Look-
wood, thirty miles belween Alva and BHuda
and forty-iwo miles batween Rawlins and
Wamsutter. A double track also ls being
bullt between Omaba and Lane. When this
ia finished the double track from Omahs
will extend 157 wiles west to Watson's
ranch at Kearney,

glx miles from Archer to Buford, nihstesh
miles from Harmosa 1o Laramie, Afty
milea from Lookout to Hanna and twenty-
five miles from Polnt of Rocks to Rbck
Bpringa.
